Belleville may 
change form of 
city government

With the Belleville City Charter 
Commissioners finishing their job, 
the work of selling the new docu- 
ment to the voters now begins. 

And one of the major issues that 
will face Belleville voters during 
the August 10 primary elections is 
whether or not they want a new 
form of government. 

Incorporated in the proposed city 
charter is an item that would abol- 
ish the present mayor-council form 
of government to a city manager- 
council form. 

Belleville Mayor Justin Emerson 
has been a vocal advocate in the 
change to the city manager type of 
government and repeatedly has 
urged citizens to consider the 
change because we need profes- 
sionals to do this job now.” 

Whether the majority of the vo- 
ters agree with the mayor, time will 
tell. However, they will have an 
opportunity to vote “Yes” or “No” 
on the following question on Aug. 
10 : 

“Shall the charter proposed by 
the Belleville Charter Commission 
be adopted?” 

That question should draw more 
than the usual 20 percent to the 
polls. 

Another issue that should bring 
the voters out in the primaries is the 
Democratic race for the state rep- 
resentatives job in the 37th district 

The job is presently being hand- 
led by incumbent Edward Mahalak 
(D-Romulus) who finds himself in a 
tight race to keep it from challen- 
gers attorney Roger Cadaret of 
Romulus, Canton Township plan- 


Council fails to agree 
on arcade amendment 


ner James Kosteva. and Betty “Jo” 
Price, a Wayne County Sheriffs De- 
puty. 

Reapportionment has formed a 
single district out of Wayne, Romu- 
lus. Belleville. Van Buren Township 
and the southern and western por- 
tions of Canton Township 

Another race that should prove 
interesting is for the seat on the Van 
Buren Township board of trustees 
Thurston Jahr, who replaced Fred 
Domen earlier this year, will find 
able challengers in Marilyn Mont- 
gomery, a well-known, longtime re- 
sident of the township, and Richard 
Edwards, battling for the Democra- 
tic nomination. 

The survivor will face Republi- 
can Ron Yurchak, who successfully 
spearheaded a petition drive to 
force a recall election, also sche- 
duled for Aug 10. 

Facing the voters on that date for 
their jobs will be Supervisor Patri- 
cia Cullin. Treasurer Tom Welty, 
clerk Doreen Craven, as well as 
trustees Chester Wojie and Tim 
Toohev. 


Although city council has a com- 
munication from its attorney, 
Charles Lowther, not to prolong ac- 
tion on the mechanical amusement 
device ordinance, it appears that 
has happened. Council members 
can’t agree on “A” and “B 

Those two simple letters indicate 
whether the city would group all 
mechanical devices under one ordi- 
nance or treat those arcades want- 
ing only one or two devices separ- 
ately. 

Council tabled action on the prop- 
osed arcade ordinance last Tuesday 
and gathered for a Thursday after- 
noon workshop session. However, 
councilman John Lewkowicz re- 
ported a “deadlock” and the mora- 
torium remains. 

“We just couldn’t agree,” said 
Lewkowicz who wants a strong 
ordinance for all arcade operators. 
“The stalemate exists and right 


now I just don ’t know where we ll go 
from here.” 

Lewkowicz is advocating that all 
arcades fall under the license con- 
trol, while Mayor Pro Tern Mary 
Ann Banks, councilman Barry 
Baumann, and City Clerk Ray Can- 
trell feel that those proprietors with 
fewer than three machines 
shouldn’t be subjected to the same 
rigid ordinance rules. 

The proposed ordinance would re- 
quire all operators of mechanical 
devices to make application for 
them at the city clerk's office. The 
application would be published in 
the local newpaper, after which the 
operator or licensee would have to 
receive the consent of 51 percent of 
the residents 18 years or older who 
reside within 1 ,000 foot radius of the 
proposed arcade before he would 
receive the license. 


The same rules and regulations 
convering other licenses, such as 
fire and police inspections, along 
with electrical, building and ordi- 
nance department inspections 
would also be involved before the 
council made final approval of the 
application. 

Lowther has informed council" 
that the moratorium presently in 
existence and offered by Lewko- 
wicz could be successfully chal- 
lenged. 

In a communication to council. 
Mayor William Oakley said that 
“We are receiving daily requests 
from persons who wish to place one 
or two machines in their place of 
business, and it seems unfair to de- 
lay the granting of licenses to such 
individuals wtyen the real concern is 
those places who have amusement 
devices.” 


Bergeron is named council 
representative to pension bd. 


After a tense and drawn-out 
battle, the City Council named as 
its representative to the Pension 
Board councilman Peter 
Bergeron. 

Bergeron , nominated by Barry 
Baumann, has experience and 
acuity in the profession and be- 
came a bizarre chain of events as 
councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
failed to get his first choice, John 
Lewkowicz, approved. 

Raspberry started what be- 
came a bizzare chain of events as 
council failed to agree on his 
nominations. First. Raspberry 
put up for consideraiton Lewko- 
wicz’ name. That failed to mus- 
ter enough votes. 

He then moved to select Mayor 
Pro Tern Mary Ann BAnks, for 
the post. That also failed. In sub- 
sequent motions he asked coun-

cil to consider naming Junior 
Block, Barry Baumann and 
finally, Alan Lambert to the post . 


All failed. 

In disgust, Raspberry yielded 
to Baumann, who then placed 
Bergeron’s name for considera- 
tion and council voted 4-2 to con- 
cur. With Bergeron abstaining 
from the vote. Block, Mrs. 
Banks, Lambert and Baumann 
approved the nomination. 

The Pension Fund has come 
under scruitiny in recent weeks 
as city treasurer Beverly McA- 
nally had asked Council to re- 
examine the agreement with the 
insurance company, Manufac- 
turer's Life Insurance Company 
of Toronto, Canada. 

Mrs. McAnally had earlier 
stated that if the city could come 
up with a more feasible, reason- 
able offer from competitive com- 
panies, the city should study the 
offers. 


Super Sewer system 
is in construction stages 


It appears “super sewer ” is in the 
“build stage.” The sewer, known as 
the Huron Valley Wastewater Con- 
trol System, has been on the draw- 
ing boards for the past 2 1 2 years and 
the partially-federally funded pro- 
ject has been the topic of debate 
since its announcement 
The system would service appro- 


ximately 20 communities, including 
Romulus, Huron. Belleville, Van 
Buren, Canton and Sumpter. 

At a recent meeting in 
Woodhaven, representatives from 
the participating communities 
were informed that the project is 
getting down to the “financing and 
implementation.” 


Con artists in area 


Beware of con artists. 

That's the word from Belleville 
Chief of Police Willard Dockter who 
said that an elderly couple were re- 
cently victimized by would-be re- 
pair men 

“It’s a shame, but it happens 
almost every year. ’ Chief Dockter 
said These con artists will 
approach a home and if they find 
elderlv residents they'll con them 


into some sort of repair work ” 
Chief Dockter said that the would- 
be repair men usually say that the 
homeowner either needs a new roof 
or asphalt pavement and that the 
work can be done immediately 
“These con artists took an elderly 
Belleville couple for $850 to do their 
roof, and when you look at the re- 
pair job you know it didn’t cost any- 
thing 
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“If the municipalities are in- 
terested.” Paul stated, “be ready to 
kick in some dollars. The design for 
the system servicing Romulus has 
been completed and approved by all 
government agencies. 

David J. Paul, director of Public 
Works for the City of Romulus, in- 
formed Romulus City Council in a 
communique that “it (super sewer) 
is getting down now to the bottom 
line of the whole project ” 

“The project will be going into the 
Walled Lake area and that is under 
design at this time.” Paul con- 
tinued. “There will be meetings in 
the near future to discuss the exact 
amount of money each municipal- 
ity will be expected to contribute for 
the actual installation of the sanit- 
ary sewer line and for the treatment 
plant itself ‘ 

The plant will be constructed in 
Brownstown Township, according 
to Paul s communication 

Super Sewer is going to be built in 
phases and the section which even- 
tually will service Romulus and the 
area apparently is slated for con- 
struction in the second phase 

“We will keep council and the 
administration posted as time 
grows near concerning the ulti- 
mate decision regarding exact 
monies and how we intend to pay for 
it. Paul concluded

One of four Democratic candi- 
dates seeking the job as state rep- 
resentative from the 37th District 
quickly accepted Jim Kosteva’s 
challenge to debate the issues.” 

However, incumbent Edward 
Malahak (D-Romulus) and a fourth 
hopeful. Betty • Jo” Price, haven’t 
responded. 

Responding immediately to the 
suggestion. Roger Cadaret 
announced his eagerness to debate 
the other candidates for State Rep- 
resentative in the 37th District. 

Cadaret. a Democrat from 
Romulus, stated: "My qualifica- 
tions and capability can be quickly 
proven in open debate. I’m the only 
candidate not looking for a better

job I'm in this race because I'm 
tired of being walked on by 
bureaucrats and politicians who 
only know what its like to be in” 
government rather than “under” 
it.” 

Cadaret, a father of two, says he 
became extremely concerned after 
becoming involved in the Romulus 
Schools' financial situation and 
seeing that Lansing would let the 
schools go bankrupt while children 
in Birmingham and Bloomfield 
could enjoy school supported water- 
polo. He said, “As an attorney I feel 
tins is a violation of the Michigan 
and United States Constitutions. 
The quality of a child’s education 
should never depend on where he is 


born and raised.” 

When asked about the recent fai- 
lure of a local school millage vote, 
Cadaret said, “After tremendous 
property tax reassessments and a 
22 percent income tax hike, people 
are so fed up they are voting against 
their own schools. What frustration. 
One person told me that if enough 
schools go bankrupt, the state will 
finally have to act. 

“I don’t believe our kids can wait 


that long. We need to make some 
changes right now. My years of ex- 
perience in industry tell me it can 
be done. You need goals and the de- 
sire to achieve them. 

“We don’t need people that want 
to better or perpetuate their own 
position. If elected, I won’t need to 
be re-elected because I can go back 
to the company I ’m currently work- 
ing for. Let’s debate.” 


Bates also eyes 
1 1th district race 


The race for the coveted Wayne 
County Commissioner’s job in the 
newly-forged 11th District heated 
up last week as Huron Township 
Board member Gary Bates leaped 
into the battle. 

Bates, a self-employed graduate 
of landscape architecture from 
Ohio State University, has been ac- 
tive in the area, serving on various 
board and committees. 

A Democrat, he will face challen- 
gers Milt Mack of Wayne, Doug Rit- 
ter of Canton Township, Edward 
D’Angelo of Belleville, and J.B. 

^Boroff of Wayrie. All are Demo- 
crats. 

The newly-designed 11th District 
includes Romulus, Canton, Wayne, 
Belleville, Sumpter and Van Buren. 

“If I am elected,” Bates said, 
“my goal is to develop county gov- 
ernment into an efficient operation 
that would gain the respect of its 
residents and taxpayers and also in- 
still a philosophy of a day’s work for 



a day’s pay among county em- 
ployees.” 

Bates insists that the new charter 
provides better essential public ser- 
vices than the past one and stressed 
“that the new charter should not 
just be a continuation of our old 
methods and philosophies. 

“A document is as good as the 
people who are mandated to make it 
work,” Bates added. 

Married to Rose Mary, the Bates 
have three children: Scott, Pat and 
Kim. The Bateses make their home 
at 24765 Bell Road in New Boston. 

“The 1 1th district will need strong 
representation,” Bates added. 
“The weight of Wayne County is 
often expressed by the central city. 
I have the ability and good fortune 
to be an independent thinker, to 
challenge complacency, to recog- 
nize inefficiency and I’m not afraid 
to say so.” 

In concluding. Bates added, “that 
through my past experience with 
community government I have 
found that varying opinions are the 
best way to resolve the best interest 
of the public. 

“Those opinions have to be pre- 
sented, argued upon, and resolved 
justifiably. Complacency in a pub- 
lic official is very dangerous to the 
public he or she represents. 

“Whef I become complacent, 
then I should not be involved in pub- 
lic service,” Bates said.

County seeks approval 
to borrow $20 million 


With permission of the State 
Municipal Finance Commission 
(MFC) . Wayne County will try bor- 
rowing $20 million to meet expenses 
through November, the end of the 
fiscal year 

Collateral for the loan would be 
tax revenue after Dec l The idea is 
to borrow on anticipated taxes, the 
County’s own resources It does not 
propose use of state funds, although 
approval of the MFC is required for 
seeking the loan through private 
lending institutions 

Since 1979 the County has bor- 
rowed on tax anticipation notes ex- 
cept for the last fiscal year A pre- 
vious $20 million deficit was elimin- 
ated at the last budget session, at 
which time Board Chairman 
Samuel A Turner declared. 

We've had a deficit but we’ve held 
it steady, and finally we’ve wiped it 
out Surprises can always occur, 
but at the moment we don’t foresee 
more deficits for the County.” 

This year, however, the County is 
facing another $20 million deficit 
because of an approximate $8 mil- 
lion loss of state and federal re- 
venue. and $4 million from a change 
of accounting procedures, plus un- 
expected expenditures and infla- 
tion costs. 

The Board tried to offset the pro- 


jected deficit through employee 
concessions in labor negotiations, 
but labor bargaining units would 
agree only to extend the existing 
contract for another year, their 
fourth year without a pay increase. 

As an alternative to laying off 
more than 650 employees, about one 
fifth the work force, the Board of 
Commissioners instead placed a 
one mill (for one year) tax increase 
on the August 10 primary ballot 
The one mill would generate about 
$18 million, and although its new re- 
venue could not be collected until 
next year, it w f ould also serve as col- 
lateral for borrowing to handle im- 
mediate financial needs. 

In past years when the County 


had to borrow, employees suffered 
delayed paydays and deferred cost- 
of-living adjustments. 

The commissioners decided to 
seek permission for a loan during 
their meeting on July 8, when they 
also appointed a new member to the 
Board replacing Clemens E. 
Bykowski, who resigned to success- 
fully campaign for State Repre- 
sentative. 

The new commissioner, repre- 
senting District 16. is George 
Orzech. a Detroit fire fighter and 
former member of the Charter 
Commission He has a Bachelor of 
Arts degree from the University of 
Michigan

HOW TO REDUCE 
SWELLING 


There ore two kinds of 
swelling ossocioted with de- 
ntal problems (trauma and in- 
fection) and they are treated 
in different ways. So. first you 
should determine the cause. 

Usually you'll know if it is 
the result of a trauma, such as 
a baseball bat to the jaw or a 
dental procedure like o tooth 
extraction. Swelling from an 
infection is usually preceded 
by pain and may cause an 
overoll sick feeling, with f ever 
and perspiration. In either 
case, you should see the den- 
tist as soon as possible. Alle- 
viating the swelling doesn't 
cure the cause. 

For swelling caused by in- 
jury or dental procedure, the 
treatment is ice. An ice pock 


should be applied for a mini- 
mum of half hour on and half 
hour off. 

For swelling caused by on 
infection, heat is opplied. A 
heating pod, hot water bottle 
or hot towel opplied to the 
face will dilate (enlarge) the 
blood vessels and enable 
more of the infection-fighting 
elements of the blood (or anti- 
biotics, if they have been pre- 
scribed) to come to the in- 
fected area.

Another look at C.A.R.E. 


Holiday death toll 
cause of deep concern 


Although the state’s second summer season 
holiday weekend traffic fatality count was 22, 
identical to the 1981 experience. Col. Gerald . 
Hough, director of the Michigan State Police, 
said he is, “Deeply concerned over the loss of 
lives over the July 4th 78-hour holiday period.” 

Hough noted however, that during the ten July 
4th holidays prior to Operation C.A.R.E. (1967- 
1977) an average of 31 lives were lost. 

Considering this, he believes the special pat- 
rols of the C.A.R.E. program have had a positive 
impact. 

Twenty two persons were killed during the 
July 4th holiday period last year. State Police 
officials caution that this year’s toll is provision- 
al and may be revised if delayed deaths occur. 

This is the first Operation C.A.R.E. holiday 
weekend during which the Michigan Army 
National Guard assisted the State Police. In Op- 
eration C.A.R.E./Sky Guard, six national Guard 
helicopters monitored traffic conditions and 
conducted air speed timing. The State Police 
also had one of their helicopters on duty. 

Hough reported that troopers in the helicop- 
ters, working with patrol cars on the highways, 
issued 343 traffic citations; spotted seven drunk 
drivers from the air; assisted at two accidents; 
and* directed patrol units to assist 45 stranded 
motorists. 

Totally, for the weekend, troopers assisted 
2,493 motorists, arrested 195 drunk drivers, and 
issued 8,003 traffic citations. 

Again this holiday, 42 volunteer organizations 
served free refreshments and distributed traffic 
safety literature in rest areas and roadside

parks across the state. 

Also, new laws, regulating the sale and own- 
ership of flare guns, have now gone into effect 
and Michigan State Police officials are urging 
retailers and potential purchasers of these de- 
vices to be aware of these changes. 

Basically, the new laws exempt retailers and 
purchasers of flare gun pistols from the hand- 
gun purchase permit and registration require- 
ments, however, at the same time restricts sales 
to boaters or pilots who are 18 years or older. 

The purchaser is required to present a boat 
registration, bill of sale or airplane pilot license 
to the retailer in order to purchase a flare gun 
pistol. Possession and transportation of the de- 
vices is restricted for use in conjunction with 
boating and aircraft emergencies. 

Traveling between home and boating use, or 
purchase and home, etc., the device has to be 
unloaded, enclosed in a case and carried in a 
trunk of the vehicle. If the vehicle does not have 
a trunk, it should be transported in an area not 
readily accessible to the occupants of the 
vehicle. 

Violation of the new laws also carries penal- 
ties. Anyone selling, purchasing or possessing a 
device not in compliance with these provisions is 
guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
not more than $200 or imprisonment for not 
more than 90 days, or both. A person who used a 
device in violation of the act is guilty of a misde- 
meanor punishable by a fine of not more than 
$200. Additionally, a person using a device is 
held strictly liable for any damages caused by 
that use. 

State Police also warn that the flare gun pis- 
tols are by law still classified as firearms and 
anyone using one in commission of a criminal 
act would be subjected to the penalties pre- 
scribed for violating the particular criminal 
law.

Congressman Ford wins key education lawsuit 


Michigan is in line for $18.4 million more in 
Federal education funds as a result of a favor- 
able ruling in a lawsuit supported by Congress- 
man William D. Ford (D-Taylor). 

The increased funds stem from a ruling by 
U.S. District Judge Norma Johnson, which 
forces the U.S. Department of Education to use 
1980 census data in distributing supplemental 
reading and math program monies under the 
$ff.4 billion Title I federal program. Previously, 


the agency decided to continue using 1970 data, 
cutting back Michigan’s qualifying student 
population by 43,023 children. 

“This is a great victory for the school children 
of Michigan,” Congressman Ford said of the 
decision. “I simply could not understand why 
the Department opted for outdated figures in the 
first place. When a state like Michigan has chil- 
dren who qualify for special services based on 
economic or educational deprivation, the Feder- 


al government should ensure that they receive 
them. This decision ensures that this will be the 
case.” 

The education funding case was one of two 
amicus briefs which Congressman Ford has 
filed against the Administration in recent 
months. Another, charging that U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (USDA) officials had over- 
stepped their rulemaking authority in the Child 
Care Food Program, also was decided in Con- 


gressman Ford s favor by U.S. District Court 
Judge John Pratt on June 28. 

In that case, the USDA instituted unlawful 
cost saving measures which disrupted meal 
programs for the children of working parents. 
Judge Pratt told the agency to rewrite the reg- 
ulations to reflect his opinion.

AAA donates 
child seats 
to Romulus 

Ten child restraint seats were donated recent- 
ly to Romulus by the Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

“We are appealing to parents to protect chil- 
dren under age four from possible injury when 
they are passengers in a motor vehicle,” stated 
Gerald Arbour, manager of Ypsilanti and 
Wayne/Westland Auto Club offices. 

“To help motorists comply with Michigan’s 
new child restraint law, Auto Club is donating 
600 child restraints to community loan agencies 
throughout the state.” 

The local recipient is the Family and Neigh- 
borhood Services. The group will use the seats in 
its community loan program. 

“The donation program is a natural out- 
growth of our 50-year commitment to reduce 
traffic injuries and fatalities in Michigan,” 
Arbour said. 

Traffic safety studies show compliance with 
the new law could reduce deaths 90 percent and 
injuries 80 percent for youngsters involved in 
auto accidents. Last year, 26 children died and 
3,360 were injured, many seriously while travel- 
ing in motor vehicles. 

Secretary of State Richard H. Austin com- 
mended Auto Club’s program as a big step in 
helping parents protect children under age four. 
Displays about the new law in 40 Secretary of 
State offices throughout Michigan include an 
approved safety seat, donated by Auto Club. 

The 1.29-million member organization also 
has donated 200 seats to the State Police for its 
loan program. Troopers may issue a citation to 
violators and loan the driver a child restraint. If. 
proof of purchase or rental of an approved de- 
vice is submitted to the court prior to a specified 
court date, the fine will be waived. 

Michigan’s new law requires all infant car 
passengers under one year to be restrained. 
Youngsters more than one but less than four 
must be in an approved child restraint while in 
the front seat. Back seat passengers between 
ages one and four must use either a child res- 
traint or a seat belt.

Westworld s owners 
have maintained that the develop- 
ment will not detract from their 
property values, but rather in- 
crease them. They contend that 
Westworld has done away with "un- 
desirable* ’ clientele that had visited 
the former country and that fears of 
the development of a mini-Cedar 
Point are unfounded. 

“We really believe Westworld 
will be something the city will be 
proud of,” owner Alex Bardy said 
“We’ve only scratched the surface 
on what we will do to this building 
once we get final (site plan) 
approval.’ 1 

Co-owner Alex Bardy believes 
Westworld has become a political 
issue in Westland, and that with the 
end to the homeowners’ lawsuit, the 
“buck now stops at the City Coun- 
cil.” which must give its approval 
to the site plan before further de- 
velopment can get underway. 

The site plan had cleared the ci- 
ty’s Planning Commission in April, 
with several contingencies, includ- 
ing approval by the Wayne County 
Road Commission and the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources and the 
rezoning of a 1.3-acre parcel, zoned 
residential, to public lands. 

The Road Commission has 
cleared the development, which 
will include the widening of Merri- 
man Road in front of Westworld, 
and at its expense, to accommodate 
traffic, and the rezoning has been 
recommended for approval by the 
council. 

Bardy added that preliminary in- 
dications from the Pontiac office of 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources is that the project will be 
approved, however, a retention

Wayne County vehicles may be 
converted to propane fuel in an 
effort to save taxpayers thousands 
of dollars in gas bills if a 60-day test . 
recommended by County Commis- 
sioner Richard E. Manning, proves 
favorable. 

r Manning won support of his prop- 
I al Thursday after explaining the 
procedures to other members of the 
commission. 

According to Manning, a compre- 
hensive report on propane conver- 
sion prepared by A.J. Giaier, Pro- 
ject Engineer for the County Board 
of Auditors, indicates a savings of 
nearly 30 percent over the use of 
gasoline. 

Citing examples at three county 
gasoline storage facilities, Wayne 
County General Hospital, the Drain 
Commission and the Jail Annex at 
Eloise, the report indicated a total 
gasoline cost of $52,995 per year for 
52,995 gallons. Cost of propane 
would have been $34,977, or a sav- 
ings of $18,018. 

Manning’s proposal will test 
three county vehicles — a car. van 
and light truck for 60 days to deter- 
mine the feasibility of the program . 
Cost of conversion for all three will 
be $2,805. “The trial conversion.” 
Manning explained, “will confirm

The Hawthorne Valley Citizens 
Committee Inc. has suffered 
another set back in its attempt to 
block the development of the for- 
mer Hawthorne Valley Country 
Club as an indoor-outdoor family 
recreation center, known as West- 
world. 

Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Irwin Burdick dismissed the 
lawsuit on June 25 after not one 
homeowner stepped forward to be- 
come a plaintiff or “real party in 
interest’ ’ in the case. 

George Cartsos, attorney for the 
owners of Westworld, had re- 
quested that homeowners stepped 
forward to be a part of the lawsuit, 
since the homeowners group as a 
corporation does not own property 
and thus cannot claim damages as a 
result of the Westworld develop- 
ment. 

He speculated that homeowners 
balked at becoming involved on 
their own, since as the plaintiff, 
they would have to pay the court 
costs of the winning party, if they 
had lost. Westworld did not ask for 
court costs following Burdick’s rul- 
ing. according to Cartsos, since the 
Hawthorne Valley Citizens Com- 
mittee doesn’t have any money.” 

The citizens group had sought to 
enjoin Westworld in opening its 
family-style restaurant, as well as 
continuing operation of its 58-game 
room, claiming that the permits 
issued allowed for an overintensi- 
fied use of a nonconforming site. 

Westworld has drawn heavy cri- 
ticism since soon after opening, 
from adjacent property owners, 
who voiced fears of a loss of proper- 
ty values, an influx of “undesir- 
ables” from neighboring Hines

The comprehensive report also 
included crash tests to determine 
safety factors and diagrams of in- 
stallation. 

Manning said locations for prop- 
ane stations have been proposed at 
the hospital, jail annex, Drain Com- 
mission, DPW plant in Wyandotte 
and at the maintenance yard. Some 
59 cars and trucks using these five 
stations could be converted at an 
average cost of $900 cash and 
payback will be from 1.9 years to 4 
years. 

In a related matter, the Board of 
Commissioners, Thursday, 
approved a request from the Dow- 
nriver Recycling Center to estab- 
lish a Recycling Center for solid 
waste disposal at the Trenton Pump 
Station. The Board of Public Works 
had recommended the request of 
the non-profit organization for leas- 
ing a portion of the property for four 
years with the stipulation that the 
Downriver Recycling Center pay 
all costs of site preparation and im- 
provements including a suitable 
fence, and assume all responsibility 
for permits, insurance, etc.

Bardy has not been able to place a 
price tag on how much the delays 
have added to the cost of the de- 
velopment. Hopes were to have it in 
full operation by June 1, but the 
owners are now looking at a spring 
1983 completion date, if they garner 
council approval. 

That one year ’s delay also makes 
it difficult to determine the loss of 
revenue for Westworld and the loss 
of jobs — between 125 to 150— for ^in 
age group in dire need of employ- 
ment. 

Bardy is confident, tho, that 


Westworld will win out over the 
opposition, that residents will come 
around when they see the final re- 
sults. He has begun a positive cam- 
paign to make new friends, inviting 
members of the Westland Chamber 
of Commerce in to see the facility 
and offer their opinions. 

The big question now for Bardy 
and Westworld s other owners is 
when the City Council will address 
the issue and whether or not it will 
vote in favor of the development. 
Bardy has hinted that a no vote 
could well mean further court cases 
and further delays, and he is confi- 
dent that in the end Westworld will 
win. 


Mahalak urges tax relief 
for small businesses 


Tax credits for small businesses 
would be expanded under a bill 
approved by the Legislature, 
according to State Representative 
Edward E. Mahalak (D-Romulus). 

Mahalak strongly supported the 
bill, which, he said, “will provide 
much needed tax relief for small 
businesses in Michigan, many of 
whom are struggling to remain sol- 
vent during the current recession.” 

Mahalak said that the bill was 
amended to take effect in 1984 pro- 
vided the single business tax re- 
venues increase at least the $25 mil- 
lion the expanded tax credit is ex- 
pected to cost the state treasury. 

Currently small businesses re- 
ceive a tax credit of as much as 50 
percent of their tax liability if their 
business income falls within certain 
ranges. The bill would increase the 


credit to as much as 90 percent of 
the tax liability. 

Mahalak explained that present- 
ly the tax credit is allowed if a busi- 
ness’ gross receipts are less than $3 
million, and the business income is 
less than $300,000. 

Under the bill, he said, beginning 
in 1984, businesses with gross re- 
ceipts of less than $6 million and 
.actual income is less than $450,000 
would be eligible for the tax credit. 

“I would have liked to see this tax 
relief made immediately available 
to small businesses,” Mahalak 
said, “but this would have been fis- 
cally irresponsible in light of the 
current state budget crisis. We 
have already had to cut this year’s 
budget by hundreds of millions of 
dollars. It cannot at this time 
absorb the loss of $25 million.”

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Video games: 
Today’s pool halls 

Few local business ventures can prompt as much con- 
troversy these days as video arcades. 

While Pac Man. Space Invaders and various other games 
seem harmless enough, the growing video game phenomenon 
has embroiled local city officials, businessmen and residents 
in a continuing debate. 

For some, the video arcade rates as the 1980's pool hall, a 
den of less than admirable characteristics. Allow your 
youngster to visit the local arcade and face the consequences, 
or so some believe. 

Many have pressured local city councils and township 
boards to attempt to curtail the number of video games 
allowed in their community. Despite such action, not only has 
the arcade business expanded in western Wayne County, but 
local supermarkets, bowling establishments and nearly every 
kind of business imaginable has gotten into the act. 

And for a simple reason. Video games attract customers 
and customers spend money. It’s called free enterprise. 

A1 long as establishments with such games meet the stan- 
dard business and building code statutes, their existence is 
guaranteed by law. To attempt to legislate against the very 
right of such businesses to exist is a waste of time of energy. 

Such time and energy would be better spent in formulating a 
system of communication between city officials and the own- 
ers of businesses that feature video games. 

Do the arcades provide enough supervision ? Do lcoal police 
and businessmen have a plan to thwart the actions of any 
undesirable elements that may try to disrupt activities inside 
or outside the arcades? Are age restrictions, where applic- 
able. properly enforced? Are those who violate the laws dealt 
with promptly and within the utmost limits of the law? 

These are the kinds of questions tht should be answered, 
possibly by a local advisory panel representing those con- 
cerned. Instead of dismissing the arcade craxe as the enemy 
of law abiding citizenry, everyone should be working to im- 
prove conditions just as they would for any business. 

To brand all arcades as undesirable is not only a naive 
generalization, it is a totally unfair indictment of the entire 
video game industry. For the fact of the matter remains — 
many video arcades and businesses with video games as a 
secondary source of revenue are an asset to their community. 

They provide what has obviously become a very enjoyable 
pasttime for young and old alike. And many experience little if 
any of the problems so often linked to arcades. 

Yes, thee have been a number of drug related arrests near 
some arcades. Yes, some arcades and business owners have 
not been able to stop the activities of unruly minors. And yes. 
some communities have approved licenses for video games 
with much reluctance. 

The video game phenomenon continues to flourish, never- 
theless. Local city officials must recognize the fact that these 
business establishments can be a safe place for leisure fun and 
games. If they’re not, it ’s the responsibility of these officials 
and the business owners to work togeher to insure such safety. 

Bickering and insinuations are counter productive. Coop- 
eration between business and government will, we feel, lead 
to a better understanding of the video arcade business.

Judge for 
yourself

There is a saying in the profession 
that when attorneys have nothing 
more to offer, they become judges. 

That’s so they can catch up on their 
sleep. 

And that’s very strange, because 
now before us comes a very articu- 
late spokesman of his profession and 
a man who has a lot more to offer his 
profession that becoming a judge — 
the learned scholar is none other 
than Martin "Marty” Baum. 

He quickly puts a reporter on the 
defensive after the nosy one asks: 
“Which district will you be running 
in?” 

Baum replies — • There are no dis- 
tricts when you run for Circuit 
Court." 

Baum wants — covets — the Cir- 
cuit Court bench and he is a candi- 
date. 

Before we take the positive, let’s 
fill you in on this young (born Sept. 
16, 1942 in Detroit) and scholarly 
man. Education consists of Oak Park 
High School. University of Michigan, 
where he was awarded a Bachelor of 
Arts in economics in 1964 and a law 
degree from U of M Law School, 
where he was the founding member 
of the Law School ’s Legal Aid Society 
and was instrumental in the success- 
ful implementation of the Legal Aid 
program on a Law School level. 

And that — the above noted — must 
also be the longest paragraph I've 
ever knocked out in the 22 years I’ve 
been knocking out stories. 

But seriously, why does Baum 
want to be a Circuit Court judge? 

“In 15 years as an attorney, I’ve 
proved that I’m no stranger to hard 
work,” Baum replied. “I’ve handled 
every type of case that comes to cir- 
cuit court — major crimes, labor 
law, school cases, divorce and major 
business cases.

“To be a good judge, to develop 
good judgment, you’ve got to be a 
good lawyer first. And I’ve done that. 
Done my homework. I’ve don? the 
work, so I can do the job as a Wayne 
County Circuit Judge.” 

Baum will have no problem, in our 
opinion, with “name recognition”. 
He is a distant cousin to Victor 
Baum, who has served on the bench 
for the past decade. 

A member of the American Bar 
Association, the Detroit Bar and a 
host of other legal associations, 
Baum is married to Marcia, and they 
have two children. Monica, 15. and 
Eric, 10. 

“Every court case has two sides,” 
stresses Baum, “prosecution and de- 
fense, plaintiff and defendant. But 
there ought to be a third side, the 
community's side. Too many judges 
act like referees — they decide, guil- 
ty or not guilty, and quit there. 

“But every judge should do more. 
I’ll look at the criminal, not just the 
crime — because too many people 
accused of crime have been in court 
before, and will be again. Prison or 
no prison, a drug addict has got to 
kick the habit, a person without skills 
has got to learn to read and write — 
or they'll be back in trouble again.

Why has it taken so long to com- 
plete this plan 0 Does the slow scuf- 
fle of county feet allow the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources to 
approve more construction per- 
mits 0 

Wouldn’t a county approach to re- 
cycling refuse extend an existing 
thirteen (13) year supply of refuse 
disposal and create less need for 
new sites ? 

What would it take for a landfill 


operator to change a proposed 
sanitary landfill to a hazardous 
waste landfill at some future date? 

If total D.N R. approval rests on 
specific site requirements as to 
drainage site permability etc , i e . 
who cares about local placement of 
a landfill and its impact on an indi- 
vidual community 's health and wel- 
fare 0 

Is the DNR. requirement for an 
eight ( 8 ) foot berm ( mound of dirt ) 
surrounding the landfill enough to 
protect surrounding property own- 
ers land values? 


The Wayne County Board that 
hopes to protect surrounding prop- 
erty owners with the passage of 
county ordinance regulating site re- 
quirements seems to be stuck in the 
trash. Could it be that ordinance 
will be written by landfill oper- 
ators? 

Is there gold in them thar hills of 
trash 0 Prudence would indi- 
cate that it is not the intent of Public 
Acts 641 to create a county gold rush 
at the expense of local communi- 
ties. 

Aren’t these landfill applications 


simply a case of people riding the 
train without buying a ticket and 
even before the tickets are ever 
sold 

As a Democratic candidate for 
County Commissioner in the 11th 
District I can only hope that this 
issue becomes increasingly hotter 
— too hot for the existing commis- 
sioners to handle After November 
we may be able to take a fresh look 
at countv government

There used to be a real stigma 
attached to daydreaming. Peo- 
ple, especially kids, weren’t sup- 
posed to do it.

“No more 
daydreaming in school,” she 
said.

My mother, being my mother, 
would never have told me to cut 
out the daydreaming altogether 
My dreams were as important to

She had lived long enough in 
the real world, however, to know 


that not everybody loves a 
dreamer. Because not every- 
body is a dreamer. 

There are dreamers and there 
are realists and the difference 
between the two (who should 
never inter-marry, by the way) 
is that realists cannot fathom 
“daydreaming’’. When they 
open up their minds to thought at 
all. it is to goal-set or life-plan or 
strategy-prepare or to otherwise 
put-things-in-order. 

When the dreamer dreams, the 
fantasy is suitably and inten- 
tionally grandiose: 

She is sitting on the set with 
John and Marilyn. The Kellys 
are raving about her latest book, 
“On Silver Swamp”.

Looking for a change? Dine in a grain mill

Diners who are a bit tired of those 
sterile, urban restaurant settings 
will find the Grain Mill Crossing in 
Plymouth a welcomed change of 
pace. 

Owners Howard Lawrence and 
Ron Hill have transformed the his- 
toric grain mill , located at 305 North 
Main , into a family-style restaurant 
featuring a variety of homemade 
specialties. 

They have not tampered, howev- 
er, with the historical significance 
of this 115-year-old building, which 
explains the presence of overhead 
grain bin. the wooden posts and the 
gears and belts once used in the 
grain production. 

“The last time this building was 
open they sold lumber, shingles and 
nails,” explained Lawrence. 
“Years before that it was a fish and 
frog spearing factory. We opened 
it as a restaurant about eight weeks 
ago.” 

In a short time the Grain Mill 
Crossing has earned a reputation 
for homemade meals at reasonable 
prices. Dinner favorites include 
stuffed cabbage ($4.70), meat loaf 
($4.95), lasagna ($4.95) and knock- 


worst and German potato salad 
($4.60). These and other entrees 
come with a choice of vegetable, 
potato, cup of soup or juice, salad 
bar. bread and butter. 

Rounding out the dinner menu 
are a number of steaks and chops, 
seafood offerings and pasta plates. 
Daily specials, such as the Friday 
night fish favorite, have proven 
popular as well. 

“We prepare just about every- 
thing from scratch.” said Lawr- 
ence, who met his business partner 
at a culinary arts class at Henry 
Ford Community College. “The 
vegetables are fresh and we con- 
tinually are adding things to the 
salad bar. Our bread and all the de- 
sserts are freshly baked too.” 

Among the desserts are a keyline 
pie (a tasty combination of lime, 
meringue and graham cracker 
crust), strawberry cheese cake, 
blueberry pie and other assorted 
delicacies. Plans call for the open- 
ing of a bakery in the restaurant 
that would feature bread, desserts 
and even wedding cakes. 

The Grain Mill Crossing is open 
from 6 a m. until 9 p.m. weekdays 
and from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. on Satur- 
days and Sundays. 


Breakfast is served until 11:30 
' a.m. -and the selections are offered 
with both adults and children in 
mind. Some of the more eye catch- 
ing entrees include the Hungry Man 
Meal (three eggs, two sausages, 
two pieces of bacon, ham, potatoes, % 
toast and jelly for $3.10) ; the Sunris- 
er (grilled English muffin, ham. 
two poached eggs, melted Amer- 
ican cheese for $2.75), and the 
Traveler s Special (two eggs, two 
pancakes and two sausages for 
$2.25). 

A diversified sandwich and salad 
section completes the menu — and 
with quite a touch. House specialty 
sandwiches are priced at $2.95 and 
range from pastrami, corned beef 
and roast beef to the club, the reu- 
ben, ham and Italian sausage. 

Crab meat, Julienne and tuna 
salad plates are available in addi- 
tion to the conventional salad bar 
and fruit plates. 

“Eventually we d like to open up 
the upstairs area for banquets and 
shops,” revealed Lawrence, a 
Wayne resident. “Right now we 
have a capacity of 68 (on the first 
floor).”

Store any extra lures in empty 
coffee can for safest results

It’s ironic that a modern sport 
fisherman will outfit himself with 
an efficient boat, motor and acces- 
sories, yet can t find a place to store 
his extra lures except underfoot. 

Bass fishermen, for example, are 
notorious for having several rods 
rigged at one time. Extra lures, 
usually half a dozen or more, are 
usually tossed onto the deck or floor 
of the boat where they quickly be- 
come entangled with jackets, boat 
mooring lines, and other gear 


While it’s handy, this method of 
lure storage is hazardous because 
you could step on one and impale 
your foot on a hook. 

One solution to this problem is an 
empty three-pound coffee can. 

Fishing experts learned the trick 
from an inventive angler who has 
been making lure holders for 
fishing buddies. There are two 
types, each easy to make at home. 

Dull any sharp edges on the lip of 
the can using a ball-peen hammer. 
For bass boats, measure the dia- 
meter of the post supporting the 
fishing seat and buy a hose clamp 


that will fit around the post. A car 
radiator hose clamp is fine. 

Make two slits in one side of the 
can an inch apart and halfway be- 
tween top and bottom Slip the 
clamp end through these and attach 
the can to the seat post. Extra lures 
are hung on the rim of the can where 
they ’re out of the way and safe from 
entanglement. 

A second method is to mount the 
can in the center of a foot-square 
pine board using two fiat-headed 
wood screws. The board provides a 
base to prevent the can from tipping 
•over Glue carpet to the bottom to 
deaden sound
